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A PERSONAL NOTE: Supplement 4 to my Network Log and Supplement 6 to my 
Circulating Show Log are ready for one SASE. 


REMINISCING: From Vol. 1, No. 9, December, 1970. I now have 41 sub- 
scribers. Various opinions about copyrights were expressed including: 

1. Scripts were the aspect of the radio program that could be copyrighted. What 
scripts were copyrighted were owned by the stars, sponsors or other people including the broad- 
casting companies themselves. 

2. The copyright law is outdated, confusing and inconsistent. 

3. If you are rebroadcasting an old program over the radio from your private col- 
lection, it would be wise to check with either the originating company or sponsor. 

4. The cost of selling programs could be described as a service charge in prepar- 
ing the programs while the program itself is free. (Any comments?) 

New Friends: An asterisk means I need help in locating the people (*). John Cooper; 
John puts out a nice fan magazine 4 times a year called Hero Hobby; Bruce Dunn*; Charlie 
Ingersoll; Charlie organized the Radio Historical Society and has been putting out a newsletter 
called Radio Dial for many years; Fred Dickey; Eric Klarer*; Eric is president of a group 
called "The Motion Pictures and Radio Nostalgia Society." Eric is 13. Most of his trading friends 
use cassette recorders; Roger Pawlak*; Roger Paulson; Bob Joseph* will be putting out a 
newsletter soon. 

Old Friends; Hugh Carlson is dubbing 10 years worth of Fibber McGee which he bor- 
rowed from Johnson Wax in Racine, Wisconsin. Bruce Ruggles was once offered a half hour 
program for $35 from someone. Is this a record? Dave Swift has some Scotch Brand tapes 
recorded in 1950 still in good shape (20 years). (Who can beat that today?) Chuck Schaden, 
our newest OTR sensation, is 36, married, has two children, 6 and 2. Chuck's old time radio pro- 
gram is still going strong. (20 years later it is still going strong)...Meade Frierson III 
has just written a supplement to his Static, Flutter and Pop. This is must reading for anyone inter- 
ested in programs related to science fiction. (Is anyone in touch with Meade?) 

Old-time Radio Notes: Atone time networks and stations tried to bring more women 
announcers in the business (1937). The effort didn't catch on because of strong objection from 
women themselves. Networks said men didn't care...George Gobel, as a youngster, used to hang 
around WLS Barn Dance practice sessions. This is where he got his start...Mrs. Temple was le- 
nient with Shirley in her choice of radio programs but encouraged her toward serious music and 
culture. Results: Shirley stuck to the Lone Ranger and other comparable dramas. 

Jack Benny (This is the Life: Part 3): Radio Guide: July 3, 1937; (courtesy of 
Raleigh Barker) One night in Vancouver, British Columbia, following his show, Jack Benny went 
with Zeppo Marx to visit friends of Zeppo, a married couple with 2 children. This happened in 
1921 and was only one of many visits to different people while Jack was barnstorming around the 
country. In 1925, while at the Orpheum Theater in Los Angeles, Jack had a blind date with a sister 
of a good friend of his. The girl's name was Sadye Marks. Before he left California, he grew to 
like her. While in New York in 1927, Jack bumped into Bebe Manns, Sadye's married sister. 
Bebe told Jack that Sadye was going to get married to a Canadian. Jack was on his way to 
Chicago, as was Bebe Mann, and persuaded her to have Sadye meet them out there. Sadye met 
them in Chicago and Jack promptly took her out for a drive and asked her to marry him. Sadye 
said yes. They were married on January 12, 1927. Jack was 33 and Sadye was 18. 

A few weeks later Sadye (Mary Livingston) asked Jack if he remembered where he met 
her. Jack thought it was in Los Angeles. Sadye asked him if he remembered his visit to 
Vancouver to a family with 2 girls, one of which was 12. She was Sadye Marks.
